The publisher hàd tried in all parts ‘of the United States, 
where ‘newsprint usually is available and is now trying'in 
Canada, where there are many paper mills to get a supply, 
but has been unsuccessful. $ 

The outlook is that the Citizen will h vé to be reduced in 
size still further, or may have to- cease publication until it 
can get a supply of paper.—Key West Citizen.

Two days later we carried a letter 
from a nurse eloquently describing the inadequacy of pay 
and confirming our opinion that pay raises are essential, not 
picayunish raises, but substantial ones, for nurses are the 
indispensable agents of doctors and hospitals. 

Here the number of nurses has decreased and the number 
of sick steadily rises, so if it’s a question of pay, surely we 
can’t let people die for failure to pay adequately.—Orlando 
Sentinel.

On R. R. Commission 


Wilbur C. King of Zolfo Springs, 
first primary leader in 62 of Flor- 
ida's 67 counties, headed this week 
toward the run-off for Group No. 
1 of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion with Fred W. Brown of Tam- 
pa. 2 : 

King with 64,444 votes led a field 
of’ eight candidates in 47 counties 
and topped Brown if*62. Brown 
received 40,080 to enter the May 
28 second primary. 

In a beries of speeches in prin- 
cipal cities, King this week pledg- 
ed a vigorous fight to carry. out 
freight rate gains won in the re- 
cent three-judge federal court 
ruling upholding the South's fight 
for parity with northern shippers. 
He declared also ‘that as a mem- 
ber of the commission he would 
oppóse the 25 per cent increase in 
rail rates recently requested by 
the railroads. D 

King is a member of the state 
senate, and while in that body has 
taken the lead in advocating. a 
state advertising campaign to at- 
tract more tourists and industries 
to Florida. Good trapsportation 
and communication are necessary, 
he' declared, if the people thus 
brought to Florida are to remain 
here. For that reason he said he 
proposed as a member of the rail- 
road commission to make better 
telephone service and’ improved 
bus and truck service his major 
aims during the post-war recon- 
version years.

BELLEGLADE 


Heavy rains of the past week 
have been cause for halting work 
on the new boulevard from the 
bridge in Belle. Glade out to tlie 
packing houses, according to of- 
ficial information.given this news- 
paper yesterday afternoon. “Just 
as soon as the weather perthits,” 
said the State Road department 
official giving out the informa- 
tion, “workmen will finish tHe con- 
tract.” 

The contract for seven~ tenths of 
a mile of boulevard was let by the 
State Road Department to Belcher 
Oil Company of Miami at a bid 
price of $199,161.81 and the work 
was supposed to have been com= 
pleted within a period of 170 days. 
On: Wednesday of this week, when 


"work was officially closed down on 
account of the rains, the contract- 
ing company had used up 197 days | 
time or was-running 27 days over- | 
time. The Belcher company will 
try to work out some kind of com- 
promise with the road department | 
for the delay in finishing the con- 
tract. 

The contract was a complicated | 
one and called for removal of near- | 
ly 100,000 yards of muck down to| 
the rock and hauling in of a like | 
number of yards of rock for a base 
to be Road 26 style—rock-to-rock. 
There remains about a week's 
hauling which will be done with 
trücks when weather permits. All 
heavy equipment, including. big 
"ukes", has been moved from the 
job.. One dragline, remains on 
hand, it was said yesterday. 

The boulevard will be a 56 foot 
job with curb and gutter out about 
a third of the way from the bridge 
and.then a '44 foot surfaced job 
with 8 foot shoulders the remaind- 
er of the way. When it is fin- 
ished it will be the finest piece of
